A. The Conrroverted Points in Religion which 
we pretend ro Wave are only thofe that inmediete- 
ly concern the Peace of the Stare, being not wil- 
ling to engage in the Difpetes of the Parties a- 
mongit us. Kut had our Declaraticns been fo ge- 
neral as you make them. We ought nor ro med- 
dle in any Point of Religion, fince there is nore 
but what is or has been Controverred. We thought 
it {ufficient in the Paper you mention, to thew only 
in what Senile the Church has Authority in Contro- 
verfies of Faith, becaule this Claufe has not been 
fo much dilputed. And therefore our firtt Argu- 
ment for it fha.il be taken from the Confent of all 
both Popith and Reformed Churches all allowing 
the Aurboricy of che Church in the full Extent that 
this Articleclaims. The fame is confirmed by the 
Dictares cf Natural Reafon no lels requiring a De- 
termination of Controveries in the Charch in order 
to preferve Unity of Faith and Charity, than in 
the State for the fake of Peace and Juftice. But 
Whereas it is ailedg’d by fome taar the Scripire a- 
lone is fufficient to determin ail Conatroverties in 
Faith, ic may with as juft R eaton be argued, that 
all civil Caules may be determined by a bare In- 
{pection into the Laws of the Srate. On the con- 
trary there is an equal Necefliry for an Interpreter 
in'both, without woich neicher Scripture nor Law 


woud be fufficient for this Purpofe. But as in an 
Inte rpreter Oi Judge no one can with Reafe On CXe 
pect an Infall:bily of Judgment bur only a Power 
of determining ; fo rhe Church (the proper Inter 
# eter of Scriptures) on'y require of her Meme 

rs Reverent'y to acquieice in her Cecilions and 
do's not pretend fo much ro torce a Belief as to me 
poie Silence on Gaintayers. And thus far the 
Church has exercifed her Authority in all Ages. 
For even betore the Promuigation of the G.\(pel, 
the Jews had their Sanbedsim, before which all 
Contreverfics were brovghr. And in the Apottles 
Time was the Syrod of Ferufilem for the Determi- 
nation of a Controverted Puint of Faith, airer rne 
Patcern of which all Synods and Syncdical Deter- 
minations ought to be formed. Every one knows 
how the Succeeding Ages ufed the fame method 
for prelerviny the Unity of the Church and to ex- 
tirpace Herefy and Schilm.

A. The Reft of the French Cirolla.'y, which is 
only an Example [\luftrating what is bere laid down 
we leave the Reader to fee in Rohauk’s own Book, 
it being teo long to be here Inferred. He having 
demonttraied his Affertion, faves us the Trouble of 
doing it. But every Reader is not capable of tuch 
a Deinonftration as depending upon Siarical Prin- 
cipes. Nocwithttanding there may be feveral 
Ways conrriged to try the Truth of this Paradcx, 
one of which is proposd by Mr. Boyle. Bur the 
Propofirion itfelt is not rightly Sraced by the Que- 
rift, which is better underttood in the manner that 
Mr. Varizgnon propofes it, ez. If there be two 
Tubes or Veffels having the fame Heights and 
Bates, boin filed with Warer, but one of them 
made io Tapering upwards as to contain only 20 
Ounces of Water, whereas the other holds 200, 
the Burroms of th fe two Tubes thal! {uftain an e- 
qual Prefure of Warer, thac is, each of them 
thac of the Weight of 200 Ources, the Quaniity 
of the Liquid contained in the greater Tube. This 
Propofition itfelf is but an ealy Ciro//ary of another 
known Piopofition in Hydroftatics, that the Pret- 
fure ot Water is to be eftimated by the Weight of 
a Column of it, whole Bafe is equal rorhe Botrom 
of the Veffel containing it, and Height equai toa 
Perpendicular reaching from thence to the Top of 
the Water; tho’ the Veffel be much inclined any 
Way, ortho’ never fo Irregularly thaped, or tho’ 
much broader in {ome other Places than at the Bot- 
rom. Now the Truth of this is very eafily Expe- 
rimented and confequenrly of the other too, Bur 
for Defect of Schemes the Reader will not under- 
ftand the Procels of fuch Experiments, for which 
Reafon we can only referr him to Mr. Boyle's Hy- 
droftatical Experiments, unlefs he has Faith enough 
to acquiefce in our bare Affertions.

whet no Rain nor Dew can Wet the Infite. Biting 
Day or two ater chis, the Flower beimg Scorched 
by the Heat of the Sun, the Fruit opens allo very 
wide, the Intige of which is fui’ of imall Red Ip. 
fects with Ane Thin Wings. Asthey breed here, fo 
they woa'd Dye tor want of Nourithinenr, as hay. 
ing eaten up their Motlcr firait, did not the Indy. 
ans take Careto drive them out. For which por. 
pofe they Spread under che Branches of the Tree a 
large Linnen Cloth, and then with Sticks fhake the 
Bran. hes and fo difturb the Infecis, that they rake 
Wing to be gone. No: withftanding they are loath 
to depart from their Narive Trce, buc kover ftill 
abouc«t, tid the Heat of the Sun fo diforders chem, 
that they pretently fall down Dead on the Cloth, 
where they lye two or three Days til they are dry 
and are fir tor ufe. Of them is made the much

the Troops that were in Barcelona are Marched 
out to Reinforce the Army, excepta Palatine Ba:a- 
lion which is to continue in Garrifon in that Place, 
and an Engitth Regiment which remains in Foit 
Monrjouy; That they Work with all poifible Ap- 
plication on the New Fortifications on Gironne and 
Vicq, and the Troops Pofted along she Ter, for 
the Security of the Paffes have been Reinforced
